ORIGIN OF THE STAFFORD KNOT. 


Tas Kwot, which is worn by all Staffordshire 
Regiments, was the badge of the ancient Norman 
Barons de Stafford, the first of whom was a companion 
of the Conqueror. 

Knots were used as badges in very early Heraldry ; 
and, judging from the families which used them—the 
Bourchier, Heneage, Bowen, Lacy, and others—were 
generally adopted by those having a Norman origin. 

The Barons de Stafford became later Earls of 
Stafford and Dukes of Buckingham. 

In the Reign of Henry VIII., the Earl of 
Wiltshire, who died without issue in 1523, and who 
was the second son of Henry, Duke of Buckingham, 
seventh Earl] of Stafford, bore his Standard* powdered 
with Stafford Knots. 

The adoption of this Knot as a County Badge 
dates probably from an early period; the military 
having set the example, handed down from the retainers 
of the old feudal barons. 


* The Standard of the Harl of Wiltshire is blazoned in 
Heraldry : per fesse sable and gules, both semé of Stafford 
Knots, argent, differenced with a crescent gules. 

The proper colour of the Stafford Knot is therefore argent. 

The crescent on the Earl’s badge denoted his being the 
second son.

KING’S OWN STAFFORD RIFLES. 
1798-19038. 


The Third Battalion of the Staffordshire Militia was 
embodied for actual service on April 25th. 


It was quartered in Cornwall, Weymouth, Bristol, Poole, 
Bodmin, Launceston, and Lichfield, and consisted of 500 men, 


The following is a list of the officers :—Liteut.-Colonel 
Commandant—F. P. Eliot ; ZLieut.-Colonel—The Hon. R. 
Curzon ; Major—T. W. Winter ; Captains—T. Lister, R. 
Wolseley, C. Staples, and Capt.-Lieut. J. E. Eliot ; Lieu- 
tenants—J. Bent, R. Higgott, F. B. Eliot, E. J. Eliot, G. A.

E. Glover, 
until Sept. 21st : Lieut. H. Rogers, from Sept. 21st ; Quarter-

Radford. 


In August of this year a general volunteering from the 
Militia took place into the Line. 


Lord Granville Leveson-Gower obtained permission, as 
Colonel of the 2nd Staffordshire Militia, then quartered at 
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Winchester, to raise a Regiment for Foreign service from the 
three Battalions of the Staffordshire Militia, to be called the 
“Staffordshire Militia Volunteers ” or the 2nd Battalion of 
the 52nd Foot. 


Volunteers to the number of 800 were soon obtained to 
form the new Corps as a Regiment of the Line, which 
accordingly took the left of the Brigade, the 36th Foot being 
on the right. 


Owing to some objections offered by His Majesty, Lord 
Leveson-Gower’s appointment was not confirmed, the scheme 
fell through, and after an expenditure of about £5,000, the 
men were discharged and their services lost to the country. 


The men remaining of the 2nd and 3rd Regiments, fit 
for service, were incorporated with the lst Regiment on the 
King’s Duty at Windsor, with the following Officers who 
were received according to the date of their Regimental 
Commissions :—Captain George Simpson, Ensigns Harry 
Fernyhough and Benjamin Parr. 


The remaining officers and men were disembodied at 
Stafford on Nov. 25th. 


The Subaltern Officers received six months’ pay, except 
six Officers who received Commissions in the Line in in- 
dependent Companies, but who were immediately reduced on 
half-pay, viz :—Captains—Thomas Honeybourne and Walter 
Hill Coyney ; Lteutenants—John Phillips and George Wood ; 
Ensigns—Thomas Fernyhough and Charles Wilkinson. 


The Regiment was disembodied on Jan. 11th. 


After the preliminary signature of the Peace of Amiens 
(October 1st), the whole of the British Militia were disem- 
bodied . 
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From 1816 to 1852 the Militia Force was practically in 
abeyance, but from the latter date it sprung once more into 
existence in its present form, viz.: a Volunteer Militia. 


It had been determined by Act of Parliament to render 
available the Militia Forces, and at the same time to increase 
the number of Regiments in proportion to the increase of 
population. 


It was decided that the lst K. O. Stafford Militia, which 
was called out for training last year under the command of 
the Earl of Dartmouth, the nominal roll of which had been 
1,200 rank and file, should be again increased to three 
Regiments, the establishment of which should be :— 


DiseMBODIED STRENGTH. 


1st Regiment, 999 Rank and File. 
2nd " 982 ,, 


The 1st Regiment retained its men, up to the new 
establishment, the excess being drafted in equal proportions 
to the 2nd and 3rd Regiments, forming the nucleus of these 
Regiments. 


In this year the 3rd Battalion of the King’s Own 
Stafford Militia was gazetted a Rifle Regiment (Uniform 
Green ; Facings—Red), with Head-Quarters at Newcastle. 


The Regiment assembled for its Annual Training at 


Newcastle, on September 27th, and was dismissed on October 
24th. 


It was inspected on October 21st by Lieut-Colonel 
Wilbraham (7th Fusiliers).

The Regiment mustered :—24 Sergeants, 24 Corporals, 
750 Rank and File, and consisted of 8 Companies.

The Regiment assembled for its Annual Training at 
Newcastle, on June 27th, and was dismissed on July 24th.

31 Corporals, 800 Rank and File.

EMBODIMENT. 
The 8rd King’s Own Stafford Militia was embodied on 
Dec. 19th, at Newcastle. 
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It may be considered a proud distinction for Staffordshire 
that the whole of her three Regiments of Militia should be 
among the first chosen for embodiment. 


The 8rd Regiment supplied many volunteers for the 
Regiments of the Line, and was being itself rapidly recruited. 


The Regiment remained embodied all this year. 


It was inspected on June 27th, at Newcastle, by Colonel 
Slade, commanding the Midland District. 


The Regiment consisted of 300 men, including Officers 
and Staff. The seeming smallness of the force was owing to 
the then recent order of the Government and to the exertions 
of the Officers to obtain Recruits for the Line.

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Staffordshire was foremost among the Counties of Eng- 
land in providing men for the service of the country when the 
determination was made to embody the Militia. 


The 8rd Battalion did the country inestimable service by 
providing well-trained men to the number of nearly 1,000 for 
the Regular Army. 


The combined force of the Staffordshire Militias from the 
time of the embodiment of the three Regiments proved them- 
selves worthy successors of the Regiment, which was so justly 
admired during the former war, and which was so great a 
favourite with King George III. as to be employed to do 
Garrison Duty at Windsor, and received the high distinction 
of being entitled the “ King’s Own.”* 


The Regiment was disembodied on May 26th. 


Upon the time arriving for the disembodiment of the 
three Regiments, consequent upon the termination of the 
Russian War, there was a general feeling throughout the 
Country that some public demonstration should be made in 
testimony of the patriotic spirit evinced by both officers and 
men. 


[In consequence of the almost inseparable difficulties in 
the way of entertaining the whole body of men that intention 
was reluctantly abandoned.

MAY 8TH, 1856. 


OPERATIONS OF THE LATE WAR. 


Resolved— 

That the thanks of both Houses be given to the Officers of the 
several Corps of Militia, which have been embodied in Great Britain 
and Ireland during the course of the War, for the zealous and 
meritorious services which they have rendered to their Queen and 
Country at home and abroad. 


Resolved— 

That these Houses do highly approve and acknowledge the 
services, at home and abroad, of the Non-Commissioned Officers and 
Men of the several Corps of Militia which have been embodied in 
Great Britain and Ireland during the course of the War; and that 
the same be communicated to them by the Colonels or Commanding 
Officers of the several Corps, who are desired to thank them for their 
meritorious and patriotic conduct. 


The Regiment was not called out for Training this year. 


The Regiment assembled for Training at Newcastle, on 
Oct. 19th. At the time of the disembodiment (May 26th, 
1856) the strength of the Regiment was reduced from 850 to 
200 by men volunteering into Regiments of the Line and 
other causes. 


Since the disembodiment 1,000 men had been enrolled, 
but at this time the Recruiting for the Army had been very 
active, and a great number enlisted with permission, and 
others clandestinely followed the same example, so that the 
muster on this occasion fell short of what was expected.

ORGANIZATION.—The Infantry of the Line and the Militia will 
in futare be organized in Territorial Regiments, each of four Batta- 
lions for England, Scotland, and Wales, and five Battalions for 
Ireland, the Ist and 2nd of these being Line Battalions and the 
remainder Militia. 

These Regiments will bear a Territorial designation, correspond- 
ing to the localities with which they are connected. 

By a subsequent Order the 64th and 98th Regiments 
become the lst and 2nd Battalions of the Prince of Wales’s 
North Staffordshire Regiment, and the 3rd King’s Own 
Stafford Militia was linked to these Line Battalions as 
the 4th Battalion of the same Regiment. 


(In 1876, H.R.H. the Prince of Wales presented new 
Colours to the 98th Foot (now the 2nd Battalion), stationed 
at Malta, and, to commemorate his sense of its high and 
distinguished service in the past, he obtained Her Majesty’s 
permission that the Regiment should in future be called the 
‘‘ Prince of Wales’s.”] 


In consequence, the uniform of the Regiment was changed 
from green with red facings, to red with white facings.

N.B.—This Regiment cannot this year boast of the 
strength which formerly was the feature of the Regiment ; 
and, inquiring into the cause of the falling off, we find that 
it is attributed to the unpopularity of the new system of 
recruiting which has been adopted. Instead of the strong 
Battalion of over 1000 men, there was this year a total of 
some 800 rank and file. 


The falling off seems to be in the recruits, and those 
possessing a knowledge of the district from whence the 
Regiment is mainly supplied will not be surprised at the 
result, 


This year 310 recruits were required to complete the full 
strength, and only 65 were obtained ; whereas, under the old 
system, there was no scarcity of volunteers for enlistment in 
the Regiment. But potters and miners from the North 


37 
Staffordshire district, who form the principal portion of the 
Regiment and are accounted its best men, do not take kindly 
to the recent regulation by which, on enlistment, they are 
drafted from their own district in small batches to Whittington 
Heath Barracks, there to undergo 63 days’ training previous 
to the annual muster of the Battalion. 


To men employed in small workshops it is no small 
hardship to leave their employment and attend—it may be in 
the severe weather of January and February—in driblets for 
their recruit drills. 

The sociality of the general preliminary trainings, too, is 
lost as a source of attraction to the men; while, of course, 
the utility of squad drill is not equal to the exercise of a small 
Battalion such as the recruits formerly composed. 


These remarks may be taken as representative of the 
feeling in the Regiment on the subject.

Sourm AFRIOA. 


The Regiment disembarked at Capetown on March 29th, 
and was stationed at Green Point Camp, Capetown. 


On March 31st, “C ” and “ D” Companies, ander the 
command of Captain D. G. O. Saunders-Davies and Captain 
F. H. Wedgwood, embarked for St. Helena on 3.8. 
“‘ Milwaukee,” in charge of General Cronje and Boer prisoners 
of war captured at Paardeberg. 


On May 27th, Captain R. N. Fane died of enteric fever 
at Wynberg Hospital, he was buried at Wynberg, and a 
tombstone was erected to his memory by his brother officers. 
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Captain D. G. O. Saunders-Davies and Captain F. 
H. Wedgwood, with ‘“‘C ” and “ D” Companies, rejoined the 
Regiment, from St. Helena, on June Ist. 


On June 9th, “ G,” ‘* F,” and “H,” and part of * E,” 
Companies left for Hermon, Wellington, and Paarl, respect- 
ively ; the Headquarters remaining at Capetown till October 
2nd, when they were moved to Beaufort West, Cape Colony, 
and several detachments were furnished at various stations on 
the railway between Capetown and De Aar. 


Captain G. P. Bull (‘‘F ” Company), was appointed 
Railway Staff Officer at Beaufort West, and left Wellington 
in September to take up his appointment. He remained 
there until his death, 11th June, 1902. 


The Regiment was engaged from October 2nd, 1900, to 
February, 1902, in guarding the following Railway Stations 
and villages in Cape Colony :—

In guarding the Railway Bridges the following casualties 
occurred :—One man killed and three wounded. Major C. 
Wedgwood and Captain F. H. Wedgwood had important 
staff duties assigned to them as Commandants at Paarl and 
Victoria Road respectively. 
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ATTACK ON RICHMOND, CAPE COLONY. 
On the morning of the 25th June, 1901, a most deter- 
_ mnined attack was made on the town of Richmond, by the 
combined Commandos of Malan, Smit, and Reitz, with some 
40 men of Breeda’s Commando, numbering 400 men. 


The town was garrisoned by 85 of the Staffords, 87 of 
the Town Guard, and 5 men of the Cape Colony Cyclists’ 
Corps. 


Owing to the excellent scouting, it was known for some 
days previously that these Commandos were lurking in the 
vicinity, 80, in consequence, the troops had been standing to 
arms during the early mornings of the three days previous to 
the attack. 


Firing was heard about 5-50 on the morning of the 
25th, and immediately all the men of Flagstaff Sangar, about 
17 in number, including Captain O. Hawkshaw (in command), 
Major W. M. Levett, and Colour-Sergeants Bradley and J. 
Gavin, stood to their posts. 


The attack had been made on a small post held by 
Corporal Shaw and three men of the Staffords, and eventu- 
ally worked round to the back of a sangar situated on a high 
ridge of kopjes which dominated the town, held by Sergeant 
White and 17 men of the Staffords. 


It was afterwards ascertained that the Boers had got 
close to Sergeant White’s sangar, probably by twos or threes, 
under cover of darkness, so that by daybreak he was practi- 
cally surrounded, and firing began at short ranges. 


An unfinished Block House, which was located between 
the two sangars under Sergeant White’s charge, and isolated 
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them, materially aided the enemy. Sergeant White and 
his men fought desperately for three hours, when, owing to 
superior numerical strength and better position of the enemy, 
the posts were rushed. Malan after this success sent his first 
message, calling upon Captain Hawkshaw to surrender, which 
he refused todo. One sangar still remained on that particular 
ridge, held by Corporal H. H. Potter and three men, and to 
this the enemy’s attention was now directed. 


Corporal Potter’s defence was the admiration of everyone 
who anxiously watched the progress of events from Flagstaff, 
ready to render what aid lay in their power. It was soon 
evident that the enemy were determined to capture this post. 


They crept round by the boulders and tried to rush the 
entrance, but the attention paid them by Flagstaff caused 
them to change their tactics. 


Creeping round by the back, under a very heavy covering 
fire, they commenced to pull down the wall, when Corporal 
Potter himself and two of his three men being wounded, were 
compelled to surrender. This left the enemy practically in 
possession of the ridge and commanding Flagstaff position. 


Now commenced a warm time for Flagstaff—bullets 
literally raining amongst the handful of men who were hold- 
ing the position. 


Shortly after this a second message came from Malan to 
Captain Hawkshaw, calling upon him to surrender, pointing 
out that any resistance on his part would endanger the lives 
of the women and children of the town of Richmond. To 
this Captain Hawkshaw replied that he would hold him 
(Malan) responsible for any lives lost in the town, at the 
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same time telling him that he was wasting his time by calling 
upon him again to surrender. Again there was very heavy 
firing, to which Flagstaff replied. They seemed to have got the 
exact range, and were making excellent practice, for bullets 
whistled unpleasantly through the loopholes. It was not 
long before the Boer loophole practice began to tell, Lance- 
Corporal A. Inskip and Private J. Smith being shot through 
the head and Colour-Sergeant J. Gavin wounded. 


In the meantime the prison (held by the Town Guard 
and eight men of the Staffords) were having a warm time. 
Shortly after this, a third message was sent from Malan in- 
forming Captain Hawkshaw that resistance was useless, and 
pointing out that refusal to surrender would mean the bom- 
bardment of the town and the storming of Flagstaff. Capt. 
Hawkshaw’s answer was again an emphatic refusal. 


Over 5,000 ballet marks were counted the next day on 
the whitewashed wall of the north side of the prison. 


The town sangar had by this time become another 
object of attention to the enemy. 


For the purpose of captaring this post a very old 
strategical move on the Boers’ part was resorted to— 
advancing down the main street with a white flag while the 
enemy got close behind. 


This sangar, owing to this dastardly move, could not 
open fire, for had they done so it would have meant the 
sacrifice of some of the men who were marched down in front 
of the Boers (who crept along beneath the shelter of the trees) 
and were told that they would be shot if they refused to do so. 
After holding out for some time, Sergeant Capewell and his 
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men were compelled to surrender. Still Flagstaff and Sergeant 
Looskan’s and Corporal Flynn’s men on Tower Hill held 
gallantly out, both smartly ‘“‘peppering” the enemy, who 
attempted to get round by the river bed. 


A small sangar occupied by eight of the Town Guard, 
at the east end of the town, was pluckily held by them for 
eleven hours. It was here that the only Town Guard 
casualties occurred. 


The prison also held out, notwithstanding Malan’s 
repeated calls upon Civil Commandant Boyes to surrender, 
and it was evident that the Boers had had enough of it. 


Firing practically ceased about 6 p.m., the fight having 
lasted twelve hours. Shortly after 6 p.m., Sergeant White 
and his men were released by Malan with a request to inform 
Captains Hawkshaw and Levett that they ought to be thank- 
ful that reinforcements (British) were on the road. 


The casualties were :—Killed—L.-Corporal A. Inskip, 
Privates J. Smith, W. Gallimore, A. Lovatt ; Wounded— 
Col.-Sergeant J. Gavin (slightly), Private E. Durant 
(severely), Corporal H. H. Potter (slightly), Privates R. 
Gwynne (slightly), and A. Goldstraw (severely). One of the 
Cyclist Corps severely wounded and two of the Town Guard 
killed. 


The Boer losses were approximately 6 killed and 18 
wounded, including Commandant Smit. 


It may be stated, on the authority of the men who 
fought in the town sangar, that this sangar was practically 
useless for town defence.

Firstly, there were only two loopholes, commanding the 
east wall of sandbags ; secondly, the range of the one loophole 
commanding the south side was rendered useless by lines 
of trees; thirdly, that undoubtedly rebels in Richmond 
aided the Boers, not only by information, but by taking an 
active part in the action—firing on the sangar from the 
housetops. 


There had been no time to materially alter the meagre 
defences of Richmond after the arrival of the 4th North de- 
tachment before it was attacked, but before they were relieved 
by a detachment of the 2nd Coldstream Guards, they had 
constructed, with the aid of native labour, seven very strong 
stone forts and blockhouses in dominating positions, hedged 
with wire entanglements, and some 150 lbs. of dynamite and 
gun-cotton were employed to mine the approaches by the river 
bed and the various kopjes, thus leaving Richmond practically 
impregnable to a force without artillery. Richmond had now 
become a base for supplying various mobile columns, and also 
the head-quarters of the Commandant No. 10 area. 


General French complimented the garrison on their suc- 
cessful resistance, and thanked the troops for their splendid 
behaviour,

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In December, 1900, the Regimental Headquarters were 
moved from Beaufort West to Frazerburg, and Lieut.-Colonel 
Twemlow commanded for two months, Colonel Mirehouse 
remaining at Beaufort West as Commandant. 


In July, 1901, Colonel Mirehouse was invalided to 
England, and Major Pipe-Wolferstan commanded for three 
months; afterwards, Lieut.-Colonel Twemlow, on his return 
from Frazerburg, assumed command. Colonel Mirehouse 
rejoined in January, 1902. 


In February, 1902, the Regiment occupied Blockhouses 
from Victoria Road to Carnarvon, a distance of 80 miles, the 
Blockhouses were occupied alternately by the Staffords and 
the Cape Boys, 7 men to a Blockhouse, the Regiment re- 
mained garrisoning Blockhouses till 12th May, 1902. 


One casualty occurred during the Blockhouse duty :— 
2nd Lieut. J. M. Sharpe died of wounds at Pampoen Poort, 
on 23rd February, 1902. He was shot on February 21st, when 
riding along the road to warn the Blockhouses of the approach 
of a Commando. He was buried at Pampoen Poort, and a 
tombstone was erected to his memory by his brother officers. 


The Regiment left Victoria Road on 13th May, 1902, 
for Cape Town, and at Victoria Road, where they entrained, 
were addressed by General French, who accorded them high 
praise for their arduous and self-sacrificing labours throughout 
the campaign. 


Captain G. P. Bull, R.S.O., at Beaufort West, remained 
behind seriously ill, and died of empyema on 11th June, 1902. 
A tombstone has been erected to his memory by his brother 
officers.

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REcEPTION aT LICHFIELD. 


The s.s. Manhattan arrived at Southampton about 9-30 
a.m., on June 10th, 1902. The Regiment disembarked later 
in the day, and at 10-80 p.m. entrained for their Regimental 
Headquarters at Lichfield, and reached the City Station at 
7 a.m. the next day (June 11th). 


Fog signals heralded the approach of the train, and timely 
warning of the arrival having been given by the Mayor to the 
citizens, a large crowd had assembled in and around the City 
station to welcome them home. Loud cheers were raised as the 
train came into the station, and relatives and friends exchanged 
warm greetings. On the platform to meet the Regiment 
were Col. H. D. Williams, commanding 38th and 64th 
Regimental District, the Mayor (Mr. Geo. Haynes), and 
members of the Corporation, and representatives of the local 
War Fund Committee. The men on the whole looked well 
and were in good spirits. When the baggage had been 
detrained marching order was formed, and to the strains of 
the 4th Provisional Battalion Band from Whittington 
Barracks, and headed by the Mayor and Corporation, the 
regiment proceeded through the principal streets of the city to 
the Museum Grounds. The streets were gay with flags and 
bunting, and thronged with spectators, who continuously and 
vociferously cheered the bronzed troops. Col. C. Bill, M.P., 
(Honorary Colonel), met the Regiment at Southampton and 
journeyed with them to Lichfield, The men marched vid Bore 
Street and the Market Square to the Close, and from thence 
to the Museum Grounds, where a great crowd had assembled, 
and they were received with loud and protracted rounds of 
cheers. Coffee and tea and some eatables had been provided 
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for the men, these had been laid out on tables in the grounds, 
the arrangements being carried out by the Mayor and the 
local War Fund Committee. The Mayor entertained Col. 
Mirehouse, C.M.G., and the officers of the regiment, with 
their relatives and friends, in the News-room of the Free 
Library. 


At the conclusion of the meal, the Mayor, addressing the 
regiment, said it was his pleasure on behalf of the ancient and 
loyal City of Lichfield to welcome them on their return from 
active Service in South Africa. They were not unmindful of 
the sacrifices of home and comforts they had made in volun- 
teering for the front, nor of the brave and noble deeds they 
had done during the war. They recognized their patriotism 
in leaving home and kindred to go forth at the call of their 
country, and honoured them for the splendid services they had 
rendered. The citizens of Lichfield were proud to be the first 
to welcome them back to Staffordshire, and hoped they might 
long be spared to enjoy the laurels they had won, and to live 
in happiness and peace with their families. They had lost a 
number of their comrades, who had died doing their duty at 
the front, and it was hoped those who had lived to return 
would now do their daty by their wives, families, relatives, 
friends, and neighbours at home, not forgetting their duty 
to themselves, and so enjoy and fulfil their stations in the 
mother country. As Mayor of that City, he thanked them on 
behalf of its citizeus for the sacrifices they had made in going 
to the front, and for the gallant services they had rendered in 
defending the interests and integrity of the British Empire. 


Colonel Mirehouse, C.M.G., thanked the Mayor for the 
arrangements he had made for their breakfast, and said it had 
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proved all the more acceptable from the fact that the railway 
company had been unable to provide them with any refresh- 
ments in the long night journey from Southampton to 
Lichfield. 


The proceedings terminated with three cheers, heartily 
given by the troops at the instance of Colonel Mirehouse, for 
the Mayor and the City of Lichfield. 


The Regiment was then formed up and marched by Bird 
Street and St. John Street to Whittington Barracks, the 
Mayor and Corporation accompanying them as far as the 
City Station. 


The 4th Provisional Battalion Band and the Drums of 
the Regiment played appropriate music en route, and the 
crowds which thronged the streets loudly cheered the troops. 


PRESENTATION OF MEDALS AT WHITTINGTON BARRACKS. 


Soon after arrival at Whittington Barracks a substantial 
breakfast was served out to the men, and they handed in their 
arms to the stores. At noon the Regiment paraded in their 
khaki uniforms to receive their Queen’s South African medals, 
and a considerable concourse of spectators assembled to witness 
the proceedings. The 4th Provisional Battalion formed line 
in the rear under command of Colonel The O’Gorman, with 
the details of the North and South Staffordshire Depots on 
either side under the command of Major J. W. Sears, and 
their scarlet uniforms formed a picturesque contrast to the 
khaki of the Active Service Battalion. Amongst those who 
assembled on parade to welcome their old Corps, were Lieut.- 
Colonel G. Chichester and Captain J. Couch, who had been 
unable to go out with them to the front. It bad been hoped 
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that the Earl of Dartmouth, Lord Lieutenant of the County, 
would have been able to present the medals, but owing to the 
uncertainty of the day and hour his Lordship was prevented 
from being present. His place was taken by Colonel H. D. 
Williams, commanding the 38th and 64th Regimental Dis- 
trict, and the distribution of the medals was carried out 
under the direction of Captain R. 8. Hutchison, Acting 
Adjutant of the Depot. Colonel Williams first pinned the 
medal on the breast of Colonel Mirehouse, C.M.G., and 
afterwards presented the other officers of the Regiment with 
their medals in order of seniority. The medals were then 
presented to the men by Companies, and the proceedings 
were watched with keen interegt by the throng of spectators. 
The effect was somewhat marred by a heavy storm, but for- 
tunately the rain ceased in a short time. All the medals 
having been presented, Colonel Williams said that before 
proceeding with what he intended to say he should like to 
read a letter he had received from Lord Dartmouth, the Lord- 
Lieutenant of the County. He was sure they were all very 
sorry Lord Dartmouth could not be present to present their 
medals to them, and the Lord Lieutenant on his part also 
keenly regretted his absence. Lord Dartmouth wrote to him 
as follows :— 


37. Charles-street. Berkeley-square. W., June 10, 1902. 

Dear Colonel Williams —1 am very sorry that I am unable to be 
present at Lichfield to say a word of welcome and to present the 
medals to the returning Militia. The unavoidable uncertaintly 
about the actual date has prevented my doing so. It is a great 
disappointment to me personally, and I would ask you, if you get the 
opportunity of doing so, to say for me what I am unable to say for 
myself—to congratulate the battalion on its safe return and to 
express the appreciation we all of us feel at the splendid manner in 
which they have kept up the credit of the County under very difficult 
circumstances. We in the County will never forget what they have

done, Richmond will always stand ont as a splendid instance of what 
pluck and dogged determination were able to do, and while we join 
with them in deploring the loss of those for whom there is no return, 
we can join unreservedly in the heartiest congratulations to officers 
and men now that their troubles are over, and now that peace, so 
anxiously expected, so often deferred, is at last assured, in the securing 
of which they have had no unimportant share.—Yours very truly, 
DARTMOUTH, Lord-Lieutenant Staffordshire. 


Colonel Williams went on to say that they would likewise 
regret to hear that General Hallam Parr, commanding the 
North-Western District, was unabie to attend. The General 
was commanding a division at Aldershot, so it was out of the 
question for him to be present with them that day, and they 
would all be sorry at his enforced absence. Proceeding, 
Colonel Williams said that he personally wished to congratu- 
late the 4th North Staffords on their safe return from South 
Africa. They volunteered for active service when heavy 
clouds hung over Great Britian—in the hour of their country’s 
peril—all honour to them for it. In South Africa they had 
had their share in fighting the enemies of their country—now 
happily fellow subjects with them of the King—and in fighting 
the deadly disease, which had caused the loss of so many lives 
amongst their troops. They had undergone the tedium of 
blockhouse life, and suffered all the discomforts inseparable 
from active service. They had done it all with real credit to 
themselves, their County, and their regiment, and he heartily 
congratulated them. He had said that they had had their 
share of fighting against the enemies of their country in the 
field, and there could be no doubt that their battalion had 
greatly distinguished itself. The defence of Richmond was 
one of the brightest episodes of the war, and would always be 
a mark of distinction for their regiment. Not only that, but 
he wanted to congratulate them that they should have had the 
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honour of remaining in South Africa, if not until peace was 
actually proclaimed, until it was practically assured, and 
further he desired to congratulate them upon the satisfactory 
and efficient state in which they had returned. He saw them 
detrain at Lichfield that morning, every one of them sober 
and as steady as could be—a credit to any battalion, setting 
an example for every Staffordshire battalion, and to be beaten 
by none. Then he wanted to congratulate them on the 
medals which they had just received. They must remember 
that those medals were the outward token of the gratitude of 
their King and country, and he hoped they would be worn 
and treasured by each of them as the emblems of the honour- 
able distinction they had won, and of the favour with which 
their services were regarded by King and country. That was 
very properly a day of rejoicing, but he was sure they would 
not fail to give a thought to the 87 of their comrades for 
whom there was no home-coming on that occasion. They 
had sacrificed their lives for their King and country, their 
bodies lay on the veldt in South Africa, but their spirits for 
aught they knew might be with them there that day. Yet 
there was no home-coming for them, their friends would miss 
them, and their heart-wounds must he feared be re-opened by 
what was then taking place. They would therefore give a 
kindly thought to their deceased comrades and their friends. 
He had not the privilege of seeing the men of the regiment 
before they went to the front, but some of them were he knew 
grown up men with wives and families, and others mere youths. 
They volunteered for South Africa, and they had no doubt 
had a valuable experience. They had seen something of the 
world—something of a life they had never seen before—they 
had faced death and all the serious side of life. That must 
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have made a deep impression on them, and must have left its 
mark on their lives. War was said to be a relic of barbarism 
and savage life, but he believed that in the recent campaign 
their soldiers had shown the same kindness and consideration 
for their enemies as they would for their own kith and kin, 
and that the war would have a humanizing influence on all 
who had been out there. Now he wanted to give a bit of 
advice to the men. Every one of them had got some money 
coming to them, and his experience was that there was 
nothing melted so quickly as a sovereign if they put it in 
their breeches’ pocket. Let them put their money in the bank 
when it was sent to them, as in a short time it would be. 
They would go to their homes that night, and would be 
welcomed by their relatives and friends. Let them enjoy 
themselves like men, and wake up like men in the morning. 
Their friends would entertain them at first no doubt, 
but they might depend upon it that their friends would very 
soon be glad to be entertained by them. Let them, then, 
be carefal, put their money in the bank when they got 
it, and do their duty by their wives and families. While 
the South African tan was upon them let them get work. 
Very shortly 2,000 or 8,000 more Staffordshire troops would 
be returning; let them be ahead of them and get the first and 
best billets. Many of them were married men; the County 
had done well by their wives and families while they had been 
away. Everybody had subscribed—peer and peasant—to 
provide them with comforts while they were at the front, and 
he hoped now they had returned they would repay the kind- 
ness shown to their wives and families by proving themselves 
better and more regular workmen than ever before. As he 
had told them, he congratulated them most cordially on their 
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appearance and conduct. They were most steady and soldier- 
like, and he should make a special report about them to the 
General. It was a very great credit to them, and the General 
should know it. Colonel Williams then said he was sure 
they would all like to hear a few words from their old Colonel, 
and it was a pleasure to him to call upon him. 


Colonel Bill, M.P., said he should not like to have been 
a silent spectator of the event of that day. Through all his 
long connection with the regiment, stretching out to nearly 
forty years, that was the most interesting episode that had 
ever taken place in his recollection. Colonel Williams had 
told them the worth of the medals that had been presented to 
them, but he wished to convey to them the thanks which 
Parliament had for the first time voted to the Militia, and 
which he had the pleasure of listening to in the House of 
Commons on the previous Thursday. Mr. Balfour moved a 
resolution thanking ‘the officers and warrant officers of the 
Navy and Army, the Royal Marines, the Militia, the Imperial 
Yeomanry, and the Volunteers for the energy and gallantry 
with which they had executed the services they were called on 
to perform during the prolonged campaign in South Africa,” 
and a special clause was added—‘ That the thanks of the 
House be given to the officers, warrant officers, non-com- 
missioned officers, and the men of the several corps of Militia 
which have been embodied in Great Britain and Ireland during 
the course of the war for the zealous and meritorious services 
which they had rendered at home and abroad.” To receive 
the thanks of Parliament in such a way was a great honour, 
but one to his mind which was well deserved. He did not 
intend to make a long speech, inasmuch as they had been out 
in a rather inclement storm, but he should like to express his 
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extreme gratification at the way in which they had performed 
their duties in South Africa, and the way in which they had 
come home. He could assure them he had followed from day 
to day all the news he could get of them with the very 
greatest interest, and those of them who knew him would 
know it was a matter of deep regret to him that he could not 
be with them the whole of the time. He was only too grati- 
fied, however, that they were in such good hands as those of 
Colonel Mirehouse, and he was sure they all appreciated the 
honours that had been conferred on him and Lieut.-Colonel 
Twemlow. Those officers had received very high honours, 
but he believed they would be the first to recognize that those 
honours were due as much to what had been done by the men 
as to their own distinguished services. The work the regi- 
ment had been called upon todo in South Africa was very 
arduous and trying, and he wished he had the opportunity of 
saying more about it, but he could not detain them then, ex- 
cept to express his appreciation of their services, to congratu- 
late them on the way in which they had performed their very 
difficult duties, and to say how glad he was to welcome his 
old corps home again. He was prouder of them than ever he 
had been before and very glad indeed to see them back safe 
and sound. 


Colonel Mirehouse, C.M.G., next came forward. He said 
before they left he felt that he could not but thank them for the 
way they had turned out and conducted themselves. He felt 
very proud of them, and it was a pleasure for him to tell them 
so. They deserved the highest praise. They had had every 
temptation thrown in their way on board ship and elsewhere, 
but they had resisted them all, and conducted themselves in a 
way which was a great credit to them. When in Ireland they 
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volunteered for the front, and when in South Africa they en- 
trained for home he asked them to resist the temptations, 
and they had nobly done so, and now for the third and last 
time he asked them to keep off the drink and steer clear of 
the inducements that might be held out to them on their 
return to their homes. They had been a credit so far to the 
Army, the Regiment, and the County, and he trusted they 
would maintain the high record they had secured. When he 
asked them at Newry to volunteer he told them they would 
go to South Africa of their own accord, and he expressed a 
hope that they would have no grumbling or “ grousing ” after 
they had gone. He was pleased to say they had done as he 
had wished, and notwithstanding the hard work they had 
had to do at the front, when they had not had the lust of 
battle to excite them, there had been no complaints, no 
quarrelling, and no grumbling. As their commanding officer 
he thanked them for that, and should ever remember it. 
Colonel Williams had reminded them of the comrades they 
had lost in action and by disease, but there were others who 
had been left behind in South Africa, and who he hoped 
would do well. One of them, a sergeant, was already in 
possession of the comfortable income of £240 a year from the 
Cape Government Railway, and others had secured good em- 
ployment in their new colonies. Others would no doubt have 
been glad to remain if they could but have visited their friends 
at home first, but that could not be, and therefore they had 
come back with the regiment. He thanked them all from the 
bottom of his heart for the way in which they had served their 
Country and maintained the credit of the Regiment and the 
County to which they belonged. 


At the call of Colonel Williams, three cheers were given 
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for His Majesty the King, and the troops and spectators after- 
wards joined most heartily in singing the National Anthem. 
The troops then re-formed “fours,” and marched from the 
Heath to the Barracks to the strains of the Provisional 
Battalion Band. Colonel Williams and the officers of the 
garrison afterwards entertained Colonel Mirehouse, C.M.G., 
and the officers of the Regiment, with their relatives and 
friends, at luncheon, and the Mayor of Lichfield was a guest. 


During the afternoon the men of the regiment handed in 
their clothing, and in the evening left Lichfield by special 
train for their homes in the Potteries and elsewhere. Through- 
out the day the behaviour of the troops was most exemplary, 
and elicited the highest praise from the authorities. 


RETURN OF THE “4TH NORTH.” 


" Over the ancient City banners wave, 
And martial music’s stirring sounds we hear, 

They come! they come! the 4th North Stafford come ! 
Ah, strong emotion almost stops the cheer |! 


We greet these men returning from the war, 
Where they have served six thousand miles away ;

And Richmond! in repulse of Boer attack 

What pluck and what endurance were displayed ! 
Lord Kitchener himself to England wired 

‘“ A good resistance”’ at the town was made. 


Not till negotiations had commenced 
Did this Battalion leave the war behind ; 
Whilst the Manhattan slowly held her course, 
The peace they helped to bring about was signed. 
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Now, with regard and interest most sincere, 
To all our gallant friends we bid adieu ; 
In them the motto of the Soldiers’ Home, 
“For God and King and Country ” st‘ll be true!

The Regiment assembled for its Annual Training at 
Lichfield, on June 8th, and proceeded to the Camp, at Ross, 
the same day, where it was brigaded with the 4th Battalion of 
the South Staffordshire Regiment. It returned to Lichfield 
on July 4th, aud was dismissed the same day.

PRESENTATION OF QUEEN’S SOUTH AFRICAN MEDALS. 


On June 20th, the Brigadier—Col. H. J. J. Kentish, 
commanding the 38th and 64th Regimental District, present- 
ed Queen’s Medals to about 100 men who joined the Regiment 
in South Africa. 


A general parade of the troops was ordered, the men 
numbering some 1,500 strong, were marched on to the 
Brigade parade ground in quarter-column, three sides of a 
square being formed, the 4th North taking the two sides, and 
the 4th South the bottom. 


The Brigadier said that it gave him much pleasure to be 
asked, as he had been asked by Colonel Mirehouse, to distri- 
bute medals to a certain portion of the Brigade that after- 
noon. He thought the authorities had done very wisely in 
ordering on that occasion a general parade, for they were all 
very glad to bear testimony to the steadfast work of those 
men, who, by being entitled to medals, had proved that they 
had done well by their country in South Africa. 


He believed that the men who were to receive the medals 
that afternoon had done exceptionally well in South Africa, 
and, although their experience there was not very long, he was 
sure that they had also behaved extremely well. 


The Brigadier then distributed the medals and shook 
hands with each recipient. 
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2ND ANNIVERSARY OF THE DEFENCE OF RICHMOND, 
CAPE COLONY. 


This anniversary was fittingly celebrated on June 25th, 
by Major W. M. Levett entertaining about 40 men of “G” 
and ‘“ H” Companies who had been engaged in the fight, to 
a meat tea in the Mission tent.

PRESENTATION OF Kineq’s Souta ArricaN MEDALS. 


On June 27th, the Brigadier—Colonel H. J. J. Kentish, 
commanding the 38th and 64th Regimental District— 
presented King’s Medals to the officers and men. 


The Battalion formed a square in quarter column on the 
brigade parade ground, with the band in the centre. The 
Brigadier addressing those present said this was the second 
time in the course of a few days that he had had the great 
honour done him of being asked to distribute war medals, and 
he did so with the greatest pleasure. He only wished that 
some more distinguished officer had been asked to perform 
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the task, but he understood that none were available. 
Directly and indirectly he had heard of the splendid service 
done by the Battalion during the late war. Their good con- 
duct and the cheerful acceptance of the dangerous duties they 
had had to perform had been the subject of remark from very 
distinguished men, and it was a great pleasure to him to be 
associated with such a distinguished Regiment that had done 
as much as any other Regiment in South Africa to keep the 
old flag flying. He knew they were anxious to begin their 
athletic sports, so he would say no more except to congratu- 
late one and all on having earned this honourable distinction 
from their Sovereign, which they would keep till their dying 
day, and then hand down to their descendants as a memorial 
of a very trying time in which the auxiliary forces had come 
bravely to the help of the regular army. 


The Brigadier then shook hands with each of the follow- 
ing Officers before pinning the medals to their breasts :— 
Colonel Mirehouse, C.M.G., Lieut.-Colonel Twemlow, D.8.0O., 
Lieut.-Colonel Pipe-Wolferstan, Captain Webb, Major Levett, 
Captain Page, Captain Philips, Lieutenant and Quarter- 
Master Aherne, and Warrant-Officer Sergt.-Major Katon. 
He then presented medals to the men, and shook hands with 
each recipient, 


Colonel Mirehouse, C.M.G., said before they dismissed, 
on behalf of the Battalion, he should like to return thanks to 
Colonel Kentish for his kindness in having distributed their 
medals that day, and also for having given them their Queen’s 
medals on the previous Saturday. They considered them- 
selves lucky in having such an officer as Colonel Kentish to 
take the interest in them which he had, and for having taken 
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the trouble to shake each officer and man by the hand and 
wish them long life and joy with the medals. Addressing the 
Battalion, Colonel Mirehouse said the medals they had just 
received were not common ones at all. Over 300,000 men 
had been sent out to South Africa, and most of them were 
entitled to the Queen’s medal, but the King’s medal was only 
given to those soldiers who had served 18 months in South 
Africa, and were there on the Ist January, 1902, and it was 
not every one who could say that. During the time the Bat- 
talion had been in South Africa, they had earned a most 
excellent character, and he remembered the last time they had 
had a ceremonial parade at Victoria West Road, before 
General French, previous to entraining for England. Many 
of the companies had had long marches that day, and had 
been without beer for months, but although there was plenty 
of drink to be had at Victoria West, he was proud to say 
there was not a man the worse for drink. General French 
noticed the fact as well, and congratulated them on how well 
they had behaved under very strong temptation. No doubt 
the temptation had been very strong, and now that they had 
that day received their medals, there would be many friends— 
or so-called friends—who would wish them to drink the 
medal’s health. Drink it by all means, but they should stop 
when they had had enough. They should remember the 
credit of the Regiment, as they had remembered it in Victoria 
West. Let them finish the training as they had begun it, by 
keeping up their character. He knew they would, and he 
only mentioned it because they did not get a medal given 
them every day. He hoped nothing would induce them to 
part with their medals. Their intrinsic value was not very 
much—they might be able to raise 1s. or 2s. on them, but that 
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was not the question. They should stick to their medals, 
and afterwards hand them on to their sons, if they had any, as a 
proof that they had served their country and behaved as men 
should behave in the hour of need. Continuing, he said he 
had a most difficult thing to do, and he did not think he 
could do it. It was to say good-bye to them all before leaving 
the Regiment, and to thank all the officers and men for the 
way in which they had supported him all the time he had 
been in command. He had been in the Battalion for 34 years, 
and could not deny that it would be a great wrench to him to 
bid them good-bye and good luck. He hoped they would 
continue to keep up the credit of the Battalion, and that they 
would all live long and be happy.
